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School Budget 
Increased For 
New Buildings — 


Upland’s school district budget 
for next year is scheduled to be 
34 per cent higher than for the 
vear just closed but.a big. portion 
of the increase is due to pro- 
vision for increased school facil- 
ities. An increase of four cents | 
in the tax rate is likely. 

The tentative budget figure is 
$493,477, a boost of $125,843 over 
the 1952-53 total. 

Members of the Upland board. 
meeting Monday night, adopted 
the new budget. 

Fifty thousand dollars in the 
capital outlay fund is scheduled | 
for use in starting construction 
at an earlier date of a new el- 
ementary school on the West} 
Eleventh street site, according to | 
Harold W. Cook, superintendent | 
of schools here. 

Salaries of all teachers in the 
Upland schools were increased | 
$500 recently and this boost is | 
partly responsible for the $56,400 | 
increase in the cost of instruction | 
in the schools. The staff personnel | 
has also been increased.

A likely tax rate figure to raise 
the school budget is forecast at 
$1.37 for each $100 of assessed 
valuation. This is an increase of 
four cents over last vear. 

“The very great increase in 
state financial support through 
the operation of the provisions of 
proposition No..2 at the November 
election, is the most important 
single factor contributing to a 34 
per cent increase in the budget 
without a corresponding increase 
in the tax rate,” Mr. Cook said.

Each Pupil in Upland Schools Costs 
$135.65in Seda Salaries 


On the basis of costs for each 
pupil, Upland school costs are 
about the average of all the major 
districts in the county, aecording 
to an analysis by the California 
Taxpayers association. 


Each pupil in the Upland 
schools in 1951-52 cost in teachers’ 
salaries $125.65 and for all school 
district operating costs, the per 
pupil cost here is $195.15, accord- 
ing to the association figures. 
Highest per pupil costs in the 
county is in Needles. 

Ontario per pupil cost was 
$124.56, slightly under the Up- 
land cost. For all current expen- 
ses, the Ontario cost was $179.04 
as compared with Upland’s 
$195.15.

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All Adults Can Get Lesson 
In Boys’ State Election 


Sam Garland of Los Angeles was elected 
governor and Joe Agapay of Upland was elect- 
ed lieutenant governor of Boys State, now in 
session in Sacramento. 

That paragraph belongs in the news col- 
umns but it deserves editorial comment be- 
cause the new top “officials” in the boys’ gov- 
ernment are dark skinned. 

Joe Agapay is known here as a student 
| leader, an athlete, a public speaker and a very 
* fine fellow to have about. He is of Filipino 
descent and his skin only is a different shade 
than most Americans, 

All we know about Sam Garland is what 
we saw in a picture in a newspaper. His big, 
broad smile and white teeth marked his hand- 
some black face. This picture told us he was 
a Negro. The report of his election told us he 
in an outstanding youth leader and that color 

makes no difference to young people when it 
comes to selecting outstanding members of 
their group. 

Eight hundred boys from all parts of Cali- 
fornia are in, Sacramento inthe annual session 
of “practical government,” a very worthy pro- 
ject sponsored by the American Legion. Soon 
after their arrival the boys were formed into 
counties and citiés—and began _ political cam- 
paigning. 

‘ In a matter of only hours, elections wer® 
held. Sam and Joe and thé other candidates 
had little ‘time 'to make their presence felt but 
apparently their ability was quickly recognized. 

Some incidents bring’ national dishonor 
when racial prejudices are involved. In this 
case, however, California boys are telling the 
world that color makes no difference. White, 
or black or yellow,’ boys are all the same. 
Ability, personality and real qualities of lead- 
‘ership are the only’ things that count. 


And so California's young men are setting 
an example for all American adults to follow. 

We are proud of Joe Agapay, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Joe Agapay, Sycamore court. And 
we are proud of what the election of Joe and 
Sam indicates among young citizens of the 
State. Color means nothing to them. 


Saturday Bank Closing May 
Be Good But Regulation Is Not

bankers accepting another law of “regula- 
tion’ —asking state officials to further tell them 
when to open and close their doors. 


It is our impression that many regulations | 


already “rankled” the members of the bank- 
ing fraternity. The endless forms to be filled 
out and the many details to be observed are 
time- -consuming and a part of the gigantic sys- 
tem of “regulation.” 

And now there is another one of regulation. 
It seems the matter of when to close and when 
to stay open could have been decided by the 
bankers themselves as local conditions might 
well be served. 

We are glad for the bankers’ longer week- 
end but do not like their policy of accepting 
more regulation. This could work a very dis- 


tinct hardship in Upland as well as in many 
other communities. 


Limit of Terms for Public 
Officials Desirable 


Limitation on the time of public service for 
major elective officials is getting more and 
more attention. By law, the president of the 
United States can serve only two terms. 

On the ballot at the November, 1954, elec- 
tion in California will be a proposition to limit 
the governor to two terms of four years each. 

Experience in public service is valuable to 
elected office holders but the time comes when 
changes should occur. We concur in the re- 
sults of the recent Los Angeles mayoralty elec- 
tion. Fletcher Bowron, who left office yester- 
day, at the will of the voters, may be a good 
example of a man too-long-in-power. He ap- 
parently was an excellent mayor, personally, 
but through his long years of leddership, many 
factors developed. Someone aptly described 
the situation: “the machine under him became 
too powerful.” 

Governor Earl Warren may be another ex- 
ample of a man whose administration might 
well end with his current term. While he may 
be one of America’s greatest governors, a time 
comes in the life of a political leader when he 
loses his effectiveness. Governor Warren is 
nearing the end of his third term. 

Public officials are represéntatives of the 
public, placed in positions to do what they be- 
lieve is best for the people. Sometimes elect- 
ed officials, too long in office, lose the correct 
perspective and {dil to either exert enough 
leadership—or exert too much leadership. 

.Many people will, heartily endorse the 
movement to require frequent changes in major 
positions in all political subdivisions. 


66 Million Dollars 
Is Tidelands’ Boost 


Sixty-six million dollars for California— 
that is the result of having President: Eisen- 
hower's signature on the bill returning the tide- 
lands to the states. By law, $35,000,000 of the 
tidelands fund goes into the state’s general 
iund. THe siate park fund will receive about 
$90,000,000. and the beaches fund about $15,- 
090,009. 

Cetiformia i is fortunate to have this backlog 
park’ needs without placing a tax bikden on 
the public. As time goés on and the state’s 
poputation ' increases and if tidelands’ drilling 


is encouraged, this source of funds for the parks: 


and beaches should prove iricreasingly ben- 
eficial.
